He never 
will try it again, for wh ich I am glad, 
for lie m igh t get into th e h abit of it. 
Joh nson’s business takes h im among 
ph armacists a good deal, and by way of 
adding to h is disclaimer of L ing a 
h ash eesh slave h e remarked th at every 
druggist h as among h is customers one 
or more opium “ fiends” wh o do not 
h *el th e bondage of th e drug, alth ough 
th ey are enslaved. “ I saw a clerk m ak­ 
ing 100 small powders of morph ine one 
day , 
said Joh nson, “ and I asked h im 
wh y h e was putting up so many . 
Th e 
clerk replied th at h e put up th at num ­ 
ber every Th ursday for a certain lady 
on renewal of a ph y sician’s prescrip­ 
tion. Th e ph y sician h ad auth orized th e 
renewal, and tin* patient h ad been tak­ 
ing tI k* morph ia fur several y ears in th e 
same quantity 
Th e h abit probably 
grew out of th e drug h aving been pre- 
scribed originally for th e relief of some 
obstinate pain. 
Th e patient only knew 
th at tin* jKiwders kept h er pain away . 
“ Th is same drug clerk also told of 
th e successful cure of a sufferer from 
th e opium h abit, anoth er lady wh o re­ 
alized h er situation and longed to l>o 
free. Sh e went to live at h er ph y sician’s 
h ouse. 
Sh i* h ad been drinking so much 
laudanum a day . 
Th e doctor began by 
allowing h er th e equivalent in 
m or­ 
ph ine in capsules, taken at th o h ours at 
wh ich sh e h ad L-eii accustomed to take 
th e liquid 
He kept h er on a nourish ing 
and stim ulating diet and very gradual­ 
ly, w ith out th e patient’s knowledge, 
reduced th e size of th e doses of morph ia.

As gradually as before th ese 
were eliminated, and th e patient was 
told oue day th at sh e h ad h ad no mor­ 
ph ia for a mouth . 
Fh e was surprised 
and incredulous, but sh e at last real­ 
ized th at sh e was cured.

th at every one could be freed from th e 
opium h abit in th at manner. 
“ Th e druggist’s clerk told me of a 
fellow employ ee of h is wh o h ad a pas­ 
sion for eth er. 
He h ad found h im
